Crowding In Cities Brings. Need 
To Develop Satellite Districts

A MERICAN cities have been decentra! 

izing for two or three decades, but 
the fanning out has been pretty hap 
hazard.

This means more factories in the ott- 
lying regions, with workers’ homes close 
by. Long commuting hours are a colossal 
waste. It means shops and recreational 
facilities truly rivalling those downtown. 
For example; road companies of stage 
dramas might make the rouncs of «atel- 
lite centres before embarking on cross- 
country tours, 

URGENT PROBLEM 

There's urgency in this problem. 
More is at stake than mere human dis- 
comfort, economic weste, peace of mind. 
Our lives are involved. The atom bomb 
has outmoded these huge urban clusters 
of people and buildings and transporta- 
tior. facilities. Civilian defence specialists 
are calling for sweeping decentralization 
of industry and business in the simple 
interest of seif-preservation.

‘NEUTRALIZED GERMANY? 


THE IDEA of a “neutralized Germany”

TH fridia-Pakistan agrgement on pro

The greatest drawback to 
growing Brassicas (cabbage fam- 
ily) is the slime mold disease 
known variously as club root, 
finger-and-toe disease, or cabbage 
hernia.
